Automobiles and other means of 
motor traction are being used to a very 
large extent by the Germans. At Cob- 
lenz 475 automobiles arrived last Mon- 
day. All were equipped with a spe- 
cial ambulance body capable of car- 
rying six men. Thirty-seven armored 
motor cars, carrying two machine guns 
housed in a revolving turrett passed 
through Dietz, Prussia, August 16. 
Traction engines haul their heayy ar- 
tillery long distances. 

German and Austrian newspapers in- 
sist the war against Russia, France and 
England is a “holy” war, because the 
extinction of the two peoples is said to 
be aimed at.

In Germany, 1,600,- 
000 volunteers are ready to bear arms, 
and in Austria and Hungary, a similar 
force is being raised, estimated at pres- 
ent at about 400,000 men.

Rotterdam, Holland, August 31,—If 
the German newspapers are to be be- 
lieved the forts about Liege, and the 
city itself, were in the hands of the 
Germans on August 7. ; 

According to the Cologne Gazette, 
the Belgians put up a very stout fight, 
but gave way to pépeated assaults.

“I have no personal knowledge of the 
horrible German atrocities reported 
from Belgium;““Dr. Dosch went on, “and 
I am inclined to discredit most of these 


stories. The Germans also tell many 
stories of Belgian atrocities, most of 
which I believe. In some case Belgian 
boys and old men undoubtedly fired on 
German soldiers from inside of build- 
ing. This was the case in Brussels and 
elsewhere and the men in buildings 
from which shots were fired were in 
sOme cases executed. I know of no 
women or children being killed be- 
cause of their having been found in’ 
buildings from which shots had been 
fired. 

“From what I have heard I believe 
the Germans have wedged into the al- 
lies and that they are not keeping a 
straight front to the enemy. The line 
of fighting from Namur south has been 
a zigzag and nothing Nke what many 
strategists have guessed. 

“Louvain is a pitiful ruin. I. came 
through that city on my way out from 
Belgium and saw the smoking ruins. 
Only the big cathedral was visible 
above the smoke and that may have 
gone jJater.

Considerable difficulty would arise, 
however, it is asserted, if, for instance, 
the crew of a German vessel purchased 
by the United States were maintained 
on it as the English and French gov- 
ernments would not allow the nation- 
als ‘of any  belligerents to land 
from neutral ships at their ports. 

Aside from the question of possible 
financial aid to Germany and complica- 
tions over the crews of the vessels, 
the European diplomats who are op- 
posed to the plan believe difficulties 
would arise with reference to the car- 
goes of the American ships.

AND SOFT DRINKS 


THeater and RaiJroad Tick- 
ets May Also Be Taxed by 
Emergency Bill Now Be- 
ing Prepared. 


Washington, August 31.—A stamp tax 
on soft drinks, as well as beer and pat- 
ent medicines, is contemplated by mem- 
bers of the house ways and means com- 
mittee, which is preparing an emergen- 
¢cy internal revenue bill to offset treas- 
ury losses due to curtailment of im- 
ports. It is urged that soft drinks are’ 
as much luxuries as wines or beer and! 
that an equitable distribution of the tax: 
burden among all consumers would be | 
accomplished by this plan. 

Another suggestion: is a stamp tax of | 
5 to 10 per cent on railroad tickets | 
and admission to theaters, baseball 
parks and other licensed amusements. 
It is estimated that from $50,000,000 to 
$80,000,000 could beshaised in this way. 

The committee has not yet determin- 
ed upon a complete taxation plan, but 
Purposes to hasten its deliberations so 
a-’bill may be introduced soon after 
President Wilson addresses congress on 
the subject, which probably will be im- 
mediately upon his return form New 
Hampshire. Administration leaders are 
impressed with the necessity of quick 
action in order to disturb conditions 
as little as possible. 

Democrats of the senate will dis- 
cuss the emergency in a party caucus 
to be called later this week. 

A doubling of the present tax on 
beer, it is estimated by treasury ex- 
perts, would produce $65,000,000. Some 
committee members, however, feel that 
taxation of commodities other than beer 
and patent medicines would cause less 
popular friction. 

Among the committee democrats 
there has been some opposition to any 
War tax at all at this session, the con- 
tention being that there is plenty of 
available money for present needs.

Until September 19, When 
He Returns Home. 


W. P. Nicolson, Jr., son of the well 
known Atlanta surgeon, Dr. W. P. Nic- 
olson, is in no danger in Berlin, as 
was published Monday afternoon. In- 
stead, he intends to remain in the Ger- 
man city until] September 19, when he is 
due to sail for New York. 

It was reported that young 
was being searched for by United 
States officials, who were worried 
about him, but were unable to find any 
trace of him in the warring country. 
Dr. Nicolson stated that he had re- 
celved a letter from his son Monday 
Stating that he was safe and in no dan- 
ger, and that he would remain in Ber- 
lin ‘voluntarily until his sailing date in 
September.

- PORT OF VERA CRUZ 


Order Expected to Have 
Little Effect--Washington 
Does Not Consider Act 
Due to Resentment. 


Washington, August 31.—Provisional 
President Carranza has ordered the 
port of Vera Cruz closed, according 
to official advices to the American gov- 
ernment. General Funston § trans- 
mitted a long report on the complica- 
tions which might result, but state de- 
partment officials were not inclined 
to regard it as an unfriendly action. 

During the Huerta regime, Vera 
‘Cruz was similarly closed, but for- 
eign vessels paid little attention to the 
order. Carranza’s decree would pre- 
vent Mexican ships from putting in at 
Vera Cruz, and, if enforced in an un- 
friendly way, might exact heavy pen- 
alties from foreign vessels entering 
any other Mexican port after they 
touched at Vera Cruz. General Fun- 
ston called attention to the possibil- 
ity that foreign ship owners desiring 
not to incur the displeasure of the 
Carranza administration might hesi- 
tate to send cargoes to Vera Cruz, di- 
minishing the food supply of the city. 

In some quarters there was a dispo- 
| sition to reward Carranza’sg attitude as 
one of resentment against the con- 
tinued occupa@mey of Vera Cruz by 
|. American troops, but state department 
officials did not share this view. 
interruption in railway traffic between 
Vera Cruz and Mexico City recently oc- 
curred, but as soon as General Fun- 
ston announced he would keep all roll- 
ing stock in Vera Cruz until traffic was 
resumed, the Mexican authorities ex- 
plained that they were using the trains 
to transport troo and immediately 
adjusted the schedules.

TWO GENERALS SETTLE 
SONORA CONTROVERSY 


Fix the Trouble in 
Durango. 


Nogales, Ariz., August 31.—A _ state- 
ment was issued by Generals Villa and 
Obregon last night announcing the 
terms of an reement signed yester- 
day, settling the controversy in the 
state of Sonora, Mexico. Colonel Elias 
P. Calles, a Carranza adherent, is re- 
moved from office and replaced by Gen- 
eral Benjamin Hill. Calles will be 
given a command in another state. 
Governor Maytorena is recognized as 
civil governor of Sonora and will re- 
tain command of his guard of Yaqui 
Indians. If the contending factions 
again cause trouble, Villa and Obre- 
gon pledge themselves to move thelr 
armies into the state and attack the 
disturbers. 

Villa and Obregon leave tonight for 
Durango and Mexico City. 

After the Durango visit, where they 
will try to compose differences among 
local officials, eneral Villa probably 
will accompany General Obregon to 
Mexico City with one brigade of his 
army. 

A conference of all. military leaders 
will be called to form a plan for the 
organization of the new government. 


PRESIDENT TO SUSPEND 
~ PROVISION OF SHIP LAW 


To Give Right of American 
Registry to Certain For- 
eign Vessels. 


Windsor, Vt... August 31.—President 
Wilson tomorrow will end his short 
vacation, which began last Friday. He 
Plans to leave Windsor at 2 p. m., ar- 
riving in Washington Wednesday 
morning. 

The president virtually decided the 
ship registry question while here. Soon 
after his return he will issue an execu- 
tive order suspending, probably three 
years, the provisions of the navigation 
laws requiring vessels flying the Amer- 
ican flag to have mates and masters 
who are American citizens, and to be 
measured by Americans. 
| He has deen assured that about 200 
vessels now flying foreign flags will 
enter American registry as soon as he 
issues the executive order.

Rene Viviani! Watch the incidents 


which are revolving around this man and/| 


his activities—this Frenchman with the 
Italian name! . 

Within the last six weeks he has con- 
trolled and directed certain political and 
diplomatic negotiations, significantly those 
with Russia, which in times of peace 
would have made him the most stirring 
figure in international life. He was the 
premier of France at, the outbreak of the 
war. When he and the French cabinet re- 
signed Wednesday he was at once recalled 
by President Poincare, and asked to or- 
ganize the new cabinet, he still the 
premier. One of the first men he called 
was Delcasse,’ beloved by the French peo- 
ple, but ‘forced to resign the portfolio of 
war during the Morocco incident of several 
years ago, his resignation being one of the 
arbitrary terms required by German 
diplomacy in the settlement of the Moroccv 
incident. 

It was because of the attacks he was 
making in Humanite, the socialist paper 
of Paris, against Viviani, that Juarez, its 
noted editor, was assassinated one week 
before the .war began, and following the 
sensation of the Callaiux trial. 

A summary of the character, personality 
and career of Viviani would suggest, at 
first analysis, that his knowledge of his 
own people, in their every relation; ideally 
equips him for the premiership. 

“His political tag has been that he was 
the working man’s friend,” saya one of his 
eritics. 

Following a review of Vivianis rela- 
tion and subsequent break with the ex- 
treme socialist party, Editor Juarez wrote 
of the premier’s “display of turpitude as 
comparable with Lucifer’s.” 

“He ‘knows the name and works of 
every French painter,” writes an admirer. 
“No poet has risen to renown in Paris in 
our time without gracious word from him. 
He is a power in French literature and 
art.” 

“His judgment in discerning ability is 
pronounced infallible, no man in public life 
having had his prodigious luck in starting 
successful careers for others.” 

“He is credited with the . amazing 
genius of knowing everybody’—are among 
the comments being made by the press. 


And with all of these qualities, he pos-. 


sesses the gift of oratory to that degree 
when even the French are satisfied, and 
their most frenzied eatherings are “swayed 
by a gesture of his hand,” states Hdward 
Wheeler, editor of Currént Opinion. 


One French newspaper calls his voice | 


“a kalcidoscope of sound changing its ef- 
fects in ever new combinations, but alwavs 
recognizable as Viviant’s.” 

“It is a voice with tears in it,” com- 
me-'3 another, “and there are times -when 
it seems to bleed; or # rushes upon one 
like the tempest, and it can be a proces- 
sion of lutes and garlands!” 

The eye of Viviani is another power. In- 
stead of roaring his indignation, he is de- 
scribed as “flashing it through a look.” 

But as gifted as the French premier is 
in knowledge of French life, and the 
people of France in their philosophy, their 
literature, their art, and as masterful as 
is his leadership of his party, as’ chroni- 
cled by critics, friendly or unprejudiced, 
just as adversely strong are the stabs of 
the party opposing him and his policy. 
They vehemently charge: 


“Ignorant of finance, knowing nothing of 
unlearned in economics, 
without a trace of religion, coming from 
nowhere (born of French parents in the 
French colonies of North Africa), and look- 
ing at life through the haze of the artistic 
temperament, he rules with exquisite 
phrase.”’ 


What ever may be the final summary 
of this “rising sun” in French public life, 
in the vigor of his present achievement; 
in his illuminating personality; in the 
genius of his eloquence, and in contem- 
poraneous test with Grey, of England; Von 
Bethwell-Hollweg, of Germany; Berchtold, 
of Austria; Sassonoff, of Russia; Pashitch, 
of Servia; Giulianna, of Italy, history is 
placing spectacularly to the front in world- 
war figures Rene Viviani, premier of 
France.

ican salesmen, only a few weeks be- 
fore war came with volcanic suddenness 
and fury, should have met in convention at 
Washington for the purpose of perfecting 
an organization which, acting in co-opera- 
tion not only with themselves, but with 
the government as far as possible, should 
make advances upon the markets of the 
world with intent to capture some portion 
of them. ‘ if 
All of these representative men have 
been spoken of at one time or another as 
very great American salesmen. That hdn- 
orary distinction was given to James A. 
Farrell when he was elected president of 
the United States Steel Corporation. He 
had carried on a peaceful, economic strug- 
gle for some ten years. He had met in com- 
petition of this Kind the great salesmen of 
England and of Germany. He had been so 
successful that American exports of the 
products manufactured by various sub- 
sidiaries of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration commanded a trade in excess of 
one hundred millions. Three years ago one 
of the leading executive officers of the In- 
ternational Harvester said that the exports 
of commodities manufactured by the steel 
corporation and by the harvester company 
would in that year be found to exceed in 
money value $100,000,000. He predicted 
that in the course of five years commodities 
would be exported of the money value of 
half a billion dollars. That estimate was 
not deemed excessivé, apparently, by the 
secretary of the department of commerce, 
Mr. Redfield. It included, of course, the 
commodities . manufactured by the plants 
which had been established in Russia and 
the Far East. But these plants represent 
exclusively investment of American capital, 
and the commodities which they manufac- 
ture and sell in other lands are really to 


be reckoned with when an estimate is made. 


of the sale of American manufactured com- 
modities in those countries, although a4 
record of them does not appear in the re- 
port of our foreign commerce. 

A Sudden Emergency. 

Only about two weeks before the out- 
break of the war in Europe the foreign 
trade council, which was authorized when 
the foreign trade organization was per- 
fected in Washington in the spring, was 
appointed by President Farrell. He was 
authorized by the national organization to 
appoint members of a foreign trade coun- 
cil. This subordinate body was really to 
be the executive and working committee 
of the national organization. At the time 
President Farrell appointed the members 
of this council-not the slightest apprehen- 
sion existed that embarrassments to Amer- 
ican trade would suddenly be created. So 
swiftly do events occur that the very first 
meeting of this council was held for the 
purpose of considering how best the pres- 
ent embargo upon commerce could be 
removed, and how after that the United 
States could take advantage of opportuni- 
ties to secure foreign markets. , 

The council, as a whole, represents 
American industries of all kinds, but espe- 
cially the industries which were expect- 
ing to participate in a great increase in our 
foreign trade. Among the members of the 
council is James J. Hill, and at first thought 
it will appear that President Farrell had 
gone outside the field of industry when he 
made selection of Mr. Hill. 

Yet ten years ago Mr. Hill became a 
in the Belgian-American export 
trade. The building of two of the great- 
est Ocean-commerce carriers by him for the 
purpose of transporting commerce which 
originated in the northwest from Seattle 
to the Far East was at the time regarded 
as quite as important an incident in our 
development. as was the purpose of Amer- 
ican iron and steel manufacturers to enter 
into competition for their commodities in 
some of the foreign-markets of the world. 
Mr. Hill developed a very great commerce 
which promised to be steadily increased. 
It in part explained the growth in popula- 
tion and financial strength of Seattle, but, 
unfortunately, the commerce which was 
thus developed was halted by reason of the 
interpretation of the authorities at Wash- 
ington that railroad rates were made in 
violation of the statutes. 

Today there is no better authority upon 
the development of our foreign trade than 
Mr. Hill, although he looks upon that as 
secondary in importance to the increase of 
our agricultural products. 

Frank A. Vanderlip is a member of this 
council not so much because he is presi- 
dent of the National City bank as because 
he is attempting to perfect facilities, prin- 
cipally financial, by means of which our 
trade in South America can be increased. 


What the Council Purposes. 
If this council can persuade the gov- 


as far as possible, oversea commerce it will 
have accomplished something which none 
of the members could have dreamed of two 
weeks ago. How curiously chaotic are our 
commercial’ conditions is reflected in a 
statement made by President Farrell to 
the council. He told this board as soon as 
it met that the United States must, as soon 
as possible, start the movément of exports. 

An extraordinary situation now confronts 
us, Mr. Farrell admitted. For instance, if 
it were possible to sell the steel company’s 
commodities in foreign lands for $1,000 a 
ton, and if it were possible for the farmers 
to demand $10 a bushel for their wheat, 
nevertheless not a pound of steel or a 
bushel of wheat could be exported. There- 
fore no sales could be made. 

This council is to act in co-operation 


with the bankers, and as far ‘as possible |’ 


with the government at Washington, in se- 
curing means by which cotton, grain and 
manufactured commodities may be safely 
committed to the ocean-carrying ships. It 
is not so much a question of immediate re- 
lief to manufacturers and to foreigners, but 
it is a question of supreme consequence to 
the United States at this time that these 
commodities find safe transport and be as- 
sured of prompt payment. 

The council was the first organized body 
to set forth the fact that it is essential that 
the government itself provide means for 
furnishing war-risk insurance whereby “both 
the vessels and the cargoes occupied with 
foreign trade may be protected. This coun- 
cil will be substantially continuous in meet- 
ing until\the day comes when the announce- 
ment is made that vessels carrying Amert- 
can cargoes are abundantly protected 
against depredation and are reasonably in- 
sured, and when consignors of cargoes 
learn that payments will be made to them 
promptly.

Unwise in View of War 
_ Situation. 


. Washington, August 31.—‘The na- 
tions.involved in the far eastern 
struggle have many interests and ter- 
ritorial possessions in close proximity 
to the ilippines and to discuss the 
dispositie@n of the Philippines at this 
time would be impolitic and extremely 
unwise,” declared a minority report of 
the house insular affairs committee to- 
day on the pending Philippine indepen- 


dence bill. . 

The report, signed by the republic- 
ans of the committee, declares Japan 
might seize all of Germany's Pacific 


possessions. a 

“A distinguished Japanese,” said the 
report, “once observed that the Phil- 
ippine archipelago is but a continua- 
tion of their own. Tertitorially we are 
in close relations with Japan, one of 
the nations now at war.’ 

“Still closer are our territorial re- 
lations .with yee ag The Sam 
islands, in the South Pacific, are divia- 
ed between England, Germany and the 
United States. 

“Hawaii, with 191,000 population has 
80,000 Japanese ahd only 10,000 
Americans. This group of islands, in 
the center of the Pacific, probably is 
the most desirable strategic point in 
the wor 

Attitude of Japan. 

“It ig true Japan has stated that her 
offensive operations would be confined 
to Kaio-Chow, but why should they, 
from Japan’s point of. view? If, an- 
gered by stubborn resistance severe 
losses and, pressed by an already 
aroused war spirit among her people, 
Japan should seize all of Germany's 
Pacific —- no one would be 
surprised. 

“To enter on debate in which all our 
relations and interests in the Pacific 
would be discussed and our rights in 
the Philippine, Hawaii, Samoa and 
Guam, challenged, would be to encour- 
age disregard to our interest and le 
nations with {AT ag, interests to be- 
lieve that the United States would not 
go far in defense of possegsions s0 
lightly regarded by those in control 
of this government To make the 
world believe we are anxious to get rid 
of the Philippines, is to invite aggres- 
sion which would mean wear. 

The report was signed by Representa- 
tives Towner, lowa; Miller, Minnesota; 
Fess, Ohio; Young, North Dakota; Pet- 
ers, Maine, and Frear, Wisconsin, who 
advocated immediate legislation to meet 
commercial emergency needs in the 
Philippines.

CARDINALS CLOSE 
‘DOOR OF CHAPEL 


Not Until a New Pope Is 
Chosen Will the Entrance 
to the Conclave Hall Be 
Opened. 


— 


Rome, August 31.—At 7:30 o'clock to- 
night Cardinal Della Volpe, the papal 
chamberlain, closed the inside door to 
the conclave hall in which the Coilege 
of Cardinals is gathered to elect a 
successor to the late Pope Pius. Out- 
side stood the governor and the mar- 
shal of the conclave. 

Not until a new pope has been chos- 
en by ballot will the doors be opened 
or any intimation of the procedure in- 
side be known. 

All telephone wires leading into the 
edifice have been cut and communica- 
tion with the outside world is severed. 

Tomorrow morning at 11 o’clock 
great crowds will gather in the square 
outside St. Peter’s. Every eye will be 
focused on the chimney of Sistine 
chapel. If smoke should arise from it, 
it will indicate that no pope has been 
elected. The smoke will be from the 
burning ballots, with which has been 
mixed a little straw. 

Should a pontiff be elected workmen 
ummediately will break in the doors and 
the cardinals will repair to the balcony 
of St. Peter’s and proclaim him. Short- 
ly afterward the pope, himself, if cus- 
tom is followed, will appear in the gal- 
lery of St. Peter’s and bestow the pa- 
pal blessing. 

A majority of the cardinals, before 
they entered the conclave hall, sought 
to learn the latest news from the war 
zones. Several of them have close rela- 
tives in the armies. Cardinal Piffl, 
archbishop of Vienna, has five members 
of his family at the front with the 
Austrians. Cardinal Billot already has 
been informed that one of his nephews 
has been killed and another dangerous- 
ly wounded in the French line. Cardi- 
nal Von Hartmann, archbishop of Co- 
logne, has two relatives who are of- 
ficers-in the German imperial guard. 

The condition of Cardinal Mercier is 
pitiful. He is archbishop of Malines, 
Belgium, and arrived in Rome without 
a.cent. He says, however, immediately 
the conclave is ended, he will return 
to Malines, even though he has to go 
afoot. 


OVATION FOR SLATON 
AT CAUGUS MEETING 


Felder-Hardwick Combination 
Widely Talked—Subcommit- 
tee Holds All-Night Session. 


Macon, Ga., August 31.—(Special.)— 
Governor Slaton’s caucus, held to- 
night in the dining room of the Lanier, 
awoke his supporters into more de- 
termined action than has been indi- 
cated at any time since their arrival. 
It was a genuine ovation for the gov- 
ernor. There were nearly 500 persons 
present, including delegates, alternates 
and friends. All opponents of Slaton 
were asked to leave the meeting. The 
governor made a speech which thor- 
oughly enthused his followers. The 
situation was canvassed from one end 
to the other and just before the meet- 
ing adjourned at 11 o’clock all the 
Slaton men voted unanimously that 
they would stand _ solidly by Slaton 
throughout joomorrow’s convention. 

Caucuses were also held by the 
Hardwick and Felder factions. No 
statement was given out following the 
Hardwick -caucus at the Dempsey. It 
was widely reported, however, that 
Hardwick had made the statement to 
his friends in caucus that he had ar- 
ranged a combination with Felder and 
would be nominated tomorrow on the 
second or third ballot. 

On the other hand it was stated 
that in the Felder caucus Mr. Felder 
said he had not entered into any 
combination with Hardwick or any- 
body else, and that he urged his dele- 
gates to stand to him without waver- 
ing throughout the convention. It. is 
stated they agreed to do this. . 

It seems that the agreements be- 
tween Felder and Hardwick extends 
only to the organization of the conven- 
tion and Senator Hoke Smith has in- 
dorsed this organization as it has al- 
ready been “doped out.” 

The subcommittee of the state ex- 
ecutive committee is still in session 
tonight at midnight.working on the 
contests from the various counties 
with a view to perfecting a prelimi- 
nary roll call. 

Members of the subcommittee stated 
tonight that, they did not really know 
how far their authority went. They 
are trying to work out the differ- 
ences between the various contesting 
delegations, and there are some thirty 
or forty counties involved. In the 
case of Gilmer county, for instance, 
where two primaries were held, it was 
decided by the subcommittee to re- 
port in favor of the Davis delegation, 
which will support Slaton in the 
convention. 

The subcommittee will not conclude 
its labors until tomorrow morning just 
in time for the meeting of the state 
convention at 10 o’clock, 


RESEVE BOARD ASKS 
STATEMENT FROM BANKS 


Washington, August 31.—The federal 
reserve board today sent national 
banks which are to become members of 
the new federal reserve system of a re- 
quest for a complete statement of ex- 
cess of liability on the 31st of August, 
to be used in opening of the new sys- 
tem. The board asked also from what 
cities balances would be drawn to pay 
first installments of subscription to a 
reserve agents; how much each bank 
expected to pay in gold or gold certifi- 
cates out of funds in its own vault; 
what amounts will be withdrawn from 
reserve agents! how much each bank 
expects to transfer in cash to its feder- 
al reserve bank under the new reserve 
requirements and what amount each 
bank desires to rediscount with its 
federal reserve bank in order to pay 
part of its reserve in eligible paper.
